SAFETY

three nails, small limbs and 
other small junk. Before you 
bring out the lawn mower be 
Sure to pick up. everything 
you can see on your lawn. 

There have been in- 
stances of people being hit 
by a sliver of glass or a nail. 
It just hit them in a vital 
place and killed them. Lawn 
mowers are extremely dan- 
gerous! 


Let your small children 
pick up everything and then 
have them move to the other 
side of the house or com- 
pletely out of the way while 
you are mowing. If they 
stand and watch you, you are 
taking a chance on your 
child’s losing an eye or other 
serious injuries. 


Remember this - the most 
dangerous time is the first 
time you mow your lawn in 


early spring.

how to succeed, especially 
with peaches. If you plant 
peach trees and intend to 
harvest edible fruit, you 
must spray for both diseases 
and insects. The humidity 
in this area makes diseases 
on peaches much more 


severe than even in north 
Alabama, so spraying is 
necessary. 


You can control worms in 
your peach trees. (You have 
worms if you notice jelly-like 
material coming out of the 
bottom part of the tree.) This 
can be controlled by using 
Lorsban or Dursban, Begin 
spraying July 15 and spray 
again on August I and again 
August 15. Spray just the 
bottom branches and the 
trunk of the tree, Spray until 
water runs off.

Farmers asking government to 
fine tune next cotton program 


The National Cotton 
Council has asked a Senate 
agriculture subcommittee to 
continue the basic principles 
of the government cotton 
program. for at least four 
more years, with some fine 
tuning to make it work more 
effectively. 

Among changes suggest- 
ed were an increase in the 
loan floor from 48 to 55 cents, 
a target price based on 
per-acre costs, an export 
credit revolving fund, and 
more protection for farmers 
during export embargoes. 

Council President Frank 
M. Mitchener, Jr., testified 
that market-oriented farm 
laws supported by the indus- 
try-wide organization and 
enacted by Congress in the 
last decade have greatly 
reduced the government 
cotton program expenditures 
and helped fight inflation. 

“Government cotton pro- 
grams in fiscal 1980 cost only 
one-tenth what they did a 
decade ago,’’ he said. “If 
inflation is taken into account 
thecost is less than 
one-twentieth,’’

While 22 percent of the 
federal government's total 
outlay to stabilize farm in- 
come went to cotton in 1970, 
the percentage fell to only 
three percent last year. 

Mitchener emphasized 
the importance of a four-year 
farm bill, pointing out that a 
one-year extension would 
bring farm legislation up for 
consideration in an election 
year. 

It was also recommended 
that authority be withdrawn 
for set-aside and normal crop 
* reage control mechanisms 


or cotton. Under either of 


these, Mitchener said, most 
farmers can increase cotton 
acreage and still be in 
compliance by reducing 
other crops. 

He pointed out that a 20 
percent set-aside had been 
required for cotton on two 
occasions, and both times 
cotton plantings actually in- 
creased. As an alternative, 
he suggested a paid di- 
version or a requirement that 
program eligibility be con- 
tingent on planting no more 
than a percentage of a 
particular crop’s acreage the 
previous year. 

Mitchener strongly urged

create a revolving fund to 
reestablish a direct export 
credit program for agricul- 
tural commodities. He 
pointed out that these pro- 
grams were eliminated by 
Carter administration budget 
cutters because the loans 
showed up falsely in the 
budget as outright expendi- 
tures.

“We keenly believe that 
stimulation of foreign mar- 
kets is vital to our nation 
in an effort to curb the 
inflationary influence of 
trade deficits,’ the council 
president said. 

Serious concern also was 
expressed about export em- 
bargoes on farm commo- 
dities except in the case of a 
national emergency declared 
by both houses of Congress. 
If an embargo should be 
imposed on cotton for any 
other reason, the council 
asked that payments be 
made to farmers to hold their 
revenue at pre-embargo 
levels,

Elba Go-Kart Speedway To Reopen On Saturday 


Area racing fans will be 
in for a treat on Saturday 
night, March 14, when the 
new Elba speedway holds its 
grand opening festivities. 
The new track is located 
behind the National Guard 
Armory on Larkin Road 

The Elba Speedway, now 
sanctioned by the National 
Karting Association, is one 
of the finest in the south, and 
included in the complex is a 
spacious parking area, a 
concession stand, restroom 
facilities and a complete pit 
area. The track itself is a 
1/8-mile oval with six-foot- 
high banked curves and 
200-foot-long straightaways.

The 
banked curves and long 
straightaways should enable 
go-karts to reach speeds of 
55-65 miles per hour, making 
the track one of the fastest to 
be found.

Many legislators and educators are predicting that Goy. Fob James’ proposal 
to unearmark state tax funds is already dead But, despite cries of protest from 
education circles and apparently little support in the Legislature, the governor has 
stated that he will continue his battle, which began last year, to unearmark 
“everything under the Capitol dome’’. 


When James announced plans to unearmark tax monies several weeks ago, he 
indicated that all funds would be unearmarked. However, when Sen. Finis St. 
John of Cullman introduced the governor's proposal in the Senate, education 
officials began complaining that the bill primarily affected only state money used 
to support public school systems. 

“The governor has just spoke out real strongly on unearmarking. But the only 
thing he is unearmarking is education. He is not doing what he says; he’s not 
telling the truth about it,"’ Elba Superintendent of Education Elmer Taylor told the 
city schoo! board last week. 

Alabama voters approved a constitutional amendment almost SO years ago 
which allowed their tax monies to be designated, or earmarked, for specific 
programs and services provided by the state. This action came after the Alabama 
Supreme Court ruled that education was not an essential function of the 
government. At the insistence of the people, a state sales tax was passed with its 
proceeds tagged specifically for education. Since that time, the Legislature has 
designated proceeds from 15 other taxes to be used for education 


During recent years, there has been some criticism about the amount of tax 
money going to education while other areas of state government were suffering 
from dwindling finances. According to State Finance Director Sid McDonald, 
during the late 1960s education had a $70-80 million surplus of funds, yet the 
Legislature could not use this money for other programs since it was earmarked for 
education. 

One of the most misunderstood areas of the earmarking and education 
controversy is the Special Education Trust Fund (SETF). 

The term ‘special education’’ does not mean that the $1.2 billion in this fund is 
used only to educate the mentally retarded and handicapped. Money from the 15 
tax sources which is deposited in this fund is used to operate Alabama's public 
schools. 

Each school system in the state is allocated money from the SETF to provide 
basic education to its students. Education officials call the SETF their ‘‘insurance 
policy’’. It insures them that there will be money each year to open the school 
doors. 


“The Special Education Trust Fund was set up to get education money out of 
the hands of politicians. It simply provides a basic, or minimal, program. But at 
least we've always got that, the basics--it’s an insurance policy for us. If it’s not 
there we can't be assured of anything,’’ explained Johnny Vaughan, Coffee 
County superintendent of education. 

Since revenue from state sales, income, and various other taxes are earmarked 
for education, as the economy drops and taxpayers spend less money and receive 
‘sss income, the amount of taxes they pay automatically drops. Therefore the 
amount of money pumped into the SETF drops, often resulting in proration for the 
public schools. 

Schools have been under proration for the past three years and this year are 
expected to receive 10 percent less funds than were orginally budgeted by the 
state. 

*“‘Unearmarking is an assinine subject to be discussing at this time,’’ noted 
Vaughan. ‘‘Under 10 percent proration at this time and possibly more, what is 
James going to unearmark -- a deficit?’’ If proration stays at 10 percent, Vaughan 
said the county schools will lose approximately $220,000 this year. 

**When we made out our budget we figured 10 percent, but I thought we were 
being prudent. We can survive, but we need more than survival."’ 

According to James’ proposal 99 percent of the $1.2 billion Special Education 
Trust Fund and 99 percent of the $22.2 million Public School Trust Fund would be 
unearmarked. Even though James told the Legislature he wanted all funds 
unearmarked, according to figures released by the Alabama Education 
Association (AEA), St. John’s bill will leave 82 percent of Pensions and Security 
funds earmarked; 67 percent of Conservation funds; 68 percent of the State 
Highway Department; and would not touch the money earmarked for Medicaid, 
Agriculture and Industries, Debt Service, Municipalities funds, and County funds. 

“lL oppose the unearmarking, particularly when leaving the Alcoholic Beverage 
Control Board, state docks, mental! health, etc. earmarked -- to pick out education 
alone. I oppose picking out one facet of the government and saying we're going to 
do this or that,’’ stated Sen. Wallace K. Miller of Enterprise. 

Gov. James stated that by unearmarking, legislators will be able to set 
priorities to meet current needs of the government. According to his plan, ali the 
money would go into one large pot instead of several smaller pots. Then the 
legislators would determine how much various programs need and allocate that 
amount from the pot, without having their hands tied by earmarked funds. 

This system of allocation is meeting stiff opposition by both legislators and 
educators who say special interest groups will ultimately determine the allocation 
of funds. 

“The political involvement is what I'm opposed to. If they would set priorities 
and go by this, okay. But when the legislators get up there, they are working under 
the pressure of lobbyists. Which group has the strongest lobbying effort will be 
the group that gets the money,’’ noted Taylor. 

Coffee County Representative Jimmy Holley said Alabama's part-time 
Legislature does not have the expertise to handle such a large amount of funds. 

“Based on past history of efforts put on by special interest groups in Alabama, 
it would cause education to suffer. Prisons and mental health has suffered in the 
past because they did not have the lobbying pressure they needed,"’ Holley said. 

‘Right now, with earmarking, elementary and secondary education has to 
compete with higher education. If the money is unearmarked, it would have to 
compete as weil with prisons, highways, mental! health, and other facets of state 
government. I think it would be a disservice to put them in such a competi’ive 
situation,"’ 

Dr. Paul Hubbert, executive secretary of AEA, maintains that the governor is 
attempting to get $50 million from education in order to build state prisons and 
keep from being cited for contempt of a federal court order. 

**Right now, the people are in control of the money and they know where it is 
going and it’s not going to build plush hotels for prisons. If it is unearmarked, the 
people aren't going to have any more control. A part-time Legislature and a few 
people in Montgomery would determine where it will go,’ added Miller. 


Miller and Holley predict the bill proposing that the earmarking question be 
decided by the voters will never be reported out of committee.

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PSC bombarded with consumer 
complaints of soaring utility bills 


The phones have been 
tinging off the hooks in the 
Consumer Services Division 
of the Alabama Public Ser- 
vice Commission (PSC) late- 
ly. It received over 450 
complaints during the month 
of January and more than 
200 during the first week of 
February. According to PSC 
officials, this is substantially 
more than the number re- 
ceived in preceding months. 
The vast majority of these 
complaints were about high 
heating bills. 

Jack Hornady, director of 
the Consumer Services Di- 
vision, stated, ‘People are 
just all of a sudden getting 
hit with bills that are im- 
possible. It’s a terrible thing 

when folks are not expecting 
high bills.” 

He explained that due to 
the cold weather heating 
requirements were 85S to 107 
percent higher than during 
the previous billing cycle. 
Increased fuel costs over4he 
past 12 months have raised 
heating bills considerably. 
Hornady noted that most of 
the complaints were received 
from elderly people of fixed 
incomes. 

Consumer Services staff 
members listen to and assist 
utility customers in resolving 
their complaints. Most com- 
plaints are received over the 
telephone. Two toll-free 
WATS lines are in operation 
providing citizens through- 


out the state with the oppor- 
tunity to discuss their com- 
plaints against the regulated 
utilities. 

Commission staff mem- 
bers record the consumer's 
complaint and determine 
which rules and regulations 
apply. They then relate the 
complaint to the utility which 


s 


is required to report its 
decision, any action taken 
and provide a rationale for its 
action or inaction to the 
Commission. Consumer Ser- 
vices staff members then 
relate the utility's report to 
the customer. Whenever a 
staff member believes the 
situation to warrant such he 


has a ficld investigator ex- 
amine the circumstances of 
the complaint. The field 
investigator reports his find- 
ings and makes recommen- 
dations to the Director of 
Consumer Services.
